‘The discovery of the names of the 
children and of the murderer was as follows :— Their father, а 
gohoolmaster, who carried on ап academy in Feetheratone-build- 
ings, close by, went to the coffee-house to look at the children, and 
was horrified to find that they were his wife's. Immediately he 
mentioned the name of his wife, and said tbat she bad been living 
with а man named Ernest Southey, whose description agreed with 
the person who had brought the children to the house. 


THE CORONER'S INQUEST. 

Dr. William Hardwicke opened an inquiry st the Qaeen’s Arms, 
Red Lion-passage, Holborn, on the bodies of the three children. 
The names of the decessed are Henry William White, aged ten 
years; Thomas William White, nine years; and Alexander White, 
eight yeare. The jury, of fifteen in number, having been duly 
sworn, after a short address from the deputy-coroner, proceeded to 
view the bodies of the deceased children, and on their return ihe 
first witness called wos 

William Horwood White, of 4, Featherstone-baildinge, Holborn. 
He said he wae a schoolmaster, and was the reputed father of the 
three deceased children. Оп the previous Monday evening he saw 
the children alive and well.

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CHILDREN. 
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THE MURDERS АТ RAMSGATE. 


The horror occasioned by the narration of the triple murder in 
Holborn was increased by the news оға double murder at rnsms- 
gate. Tho lamegate murderer was the man Forward, alias 
Southey, who had killed three chi'dren іп Holborn. A Ramsgate 
correspondent writes :—On Thursday morning, shortly after гіпе 
o'clock, Ramsgate was thrown into & state of intense excitement by 
a report that а man named Btephen Forward bad committed a 
double murder in в dyer's house in King-street Unfortunately, 
upon inquiry, this rawour proved too true. It appears that For- 
ward, who was formerly а baker in the town, loft Ramsgate some 
eight years ago, leaving his wifo end я little girl behind him in a 
atate of almost total destitution. On Wednesday evening Forward 
suddenly appeared in Ramsgate, and made his arrival known to his 
wife. Не requested her to take в walk with him, but she declined, 
giving as а reason that as he had been away for some years he 
was а comparative stranger, and she did not like being seen out 
in the evening with strangers. She then invited him to go into 
the hous of в person named Ellis, a dyer, residing in Кіод- 
street. Forward accepted the invitation, aud they remained talk- 
ing in the presence of Mr. Ellis and his daughter for some time In 
consequence, however, of Forward having twice atated that he bad 
something to say to his wife, and which he could not say іп 
the presence of strangers, Mr. Ellis вод his daughter left the 
room, but went into the shop which adjoins it. after the lapse 
of half an hour the wifo came into the shop, aud said that her 
husband had promised to come sgain the following morning. Mr. 
Ellis then went into the sitting-room, and Forward then repeated 
the promise he had formerly made to his wife, and added that he 
would call shortly after eight o'clock. Не sat down for some time, 
and toid his wife and Mr. Ellis about the trials he had had to 
undergo дагі в the timo he hed been away from her. Пе further 
said that Бе bad been abroad, and thas while away һе had saved а 
sum of bou: £1,170, but had been done out of the whole of it.

The inqnest on Mrs. Forward aud her daughter was held at 
Ramegate before the coroner for the borough and а respectable 
jury. After the bodies had been identified, evidence in proof of the 
murde: of the deceased by Stephen Forward was given, and the 
jury returned а verdiot of “ Wilfal murder” in both cases. The 
coroner then issued his warrant for the committal of the prisoner. 


HISTORY OF THE ALLEGED MURDERER. 

The man Forward, alias Southey, is stated to be в person of good 
education, and the son of respectable parents. Не was at ове time 
в writer іш law office, and during his leisure hours he frequented 
billiard-rooms. He becsme an accomplished gambler, and in pro- 
gresa of time a thorough blackleg and swindler. Giving up all 
regular ‘avocations, he made it his practice to visit the different 
watering places, and, dressing in the most fashionable style, to 
throw himself in the way of rich young men, and fleece them at his 
pleasure. It is said that at the present moment several hundred 

unds won in this way are still due to bim by various gentlemen; 

indeed the name of one nobleman is given who is indebted to him 

for в sum of nearly 2002. In the course of his career he made the 
acquaintance of Mrs. White, the wife of a schoolmaster living at 
Featheratone-buildings, Holborn. H's own account of his meeting 
with her was that one evening he saw her weeping and evidently 
contemplating suicide on the pier at Brighton, and that he felt im- 
pelled to esk her the cause of her troubles. She disclosed to him 
such в history of domestic misery that he félt himself oalled upon 
as a шап of common humanity to accord her protection, and 
assist her іп every way. But the real facts ая to the origin of the 
discreditable convection were not at all so romantic, according to 
other and more reliable accounts. It ie said that he seduced her 
while sbe was living with her husband, and at а time not long 
subsequent to her marrisge. The childron whom he has now so 
ruthlessly slain are believed to have been вії his, although they 
were born under the roof of the adultrese's husband. On threo 
different occasions, however, she left her husband’s home to go and 
live with her paramour. Indeed, her character was known to be 
the reverse of respectable. Her course of living was an abandoned 
one, and it is said that she had liaisons with other men. But her 

ilty pasaion for Southey was nevertheless real, and she finally 
left her home and her husband for him. Southey and Мга. White 
figured not long since in the extraordinary action againgt Lord 
Dudley, which is still within the reco lection of the public, and the 
result being adverse to him, they both went headlong to ruin. He 
became a billiard-marker, and continued to gamble, bat having be- 
come known, he was not во suco ssful as formerly. 

The facis ip respect to Earl Dadley’s knowledge cf Southey, to 
which referenoe is made above, are as follows :— It would appesr 
that the man Southey had, as has been stated, at Brighton aud 
other fashionable watering places, come, in the course of his 
gambling career, in contact wlth gentlemen of the highest rc- 
tpectability and position. Among them was the Hon Dudley 
Ward, from whom Southey asserted that he had won £1,100 at 
billiards. Southey called on the Езгі cf Dudley and represented the 
matter to bim, at the same time stating tbat he had called on his 
lordship because he was the head of the family, and he hoped he 
would pay theamount. The Earl of Dadley considered the matter, 
aud told Southey that he could not think of paying hie olaim for 
various reasons. In the first place ће did not know thét Ње money 
was actually due; and, in the second place, supposing be due, 
it was a gambling debt, and could not be recovered їй law. His 
lordehip added that if the claim bad been made on в tradesman'g bill 
he would have paid it; but, considering the nature of the debt, if 
he were to recognise it, his fortune would not be able to stand 
against such claims. На therefore declined to recognise it in any 
shape ог way. A few days after the above interview Southey met 
tho Earl of Dudley at the railwey station, when his lordship was 
avout starting for Scotland, and again appealed to him to pay 
this gambling debt, whereupon the Earl of Dadley told bim dis- 
tiucily that he would not pay it, and gave Southey &lgo to under- 
stand that if Бе sgain obtruded on his privacy he would hand 
bim over to the police. From that time Southey never ao- 
plied to bie lordship for money until about six months afr- 
wards, when he sent Mre. White on the 12th of March, 1501 
On that occasion Mrs. White sent up the namo of the Countess of 
Shaftesbury, and Lord Dudley immediately came down to his 
library to see her. Оп entering the room he was surprised to find 
a stranger there, and inquired her business Sho replied that she 
cmo from Southey for the money that was owing to him from the 
Hon. Mr. Ward, aud he (his lordship) then most distinotly refused 
to recognise the debt, and ordered her (о leave the house. Не left 
the libiary, and some time afterwards returning, was extremely іс- 
dignant to find that Mrs. White was still standing near the window. 
He again ordered her to leave the house, and she refused. He then 
took her by the arm and forced her towarda the door, and, ав ehe 
averred, hurt her very much, to prevent which she cau, ht him by 
the whiskers. Eventually Earl Dudley got her into the hall and 
thrust her out of the house, for which she summoned him to the 
hundred petty sessions at Worcester. The case was heard on the

GARDENING OPEBATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 


FLOWER GAkDEN.—Flower beds should be attended to frequently, 
pegging Gown piante and cutting away decayed flowers. OCuntinue 
to put in cuttings of favourite sorts. Finish potting auriculas, and 
pot off rooted cuttings of bedding-oul stook, placing them in а 
ог frame. Plant bieunials and perennials, such жет levered od 
sweet- williams, wall-flowers, anürrhinums, &o, во that they may 
be well established beture the winter. finish the layering of carna- 
tions and picooteeg ; cut away euperfluous shoots ої dahlias; tie up 
herbaceous pi&nte; propagate ше besi sorte of hollyhooks by 
cuttings; also of pansies, and plant out seedlings. Give ropes а 
careful pruning. 

KITCHEN GARDEN.—The plentiful rains of late have, doubtless, 
enauied tue ргшсіраі crop of wiuier greens being got in. Ш such 
has noi been the case, let it be done at once. Prick out seedlings 
of celery, and plant out ag soon as they are strong enough. Мәке 
& last sowing ої greeu-curled endive; also of lettuce, a portion to be 
transplanted in autumn, and the remainder to be left in tne sesd-bed 
to stand the winter. Plan: oat lecks, and take advantage of 
showery weather, to plant sage, шуше, and other pot-herbs. Beds 
of onions to stand the winter shoulu be sown thickly, selecting the 
white Lisbon, ‘рой, or Strasburgh: trample the peds down, and 
rake evenly. Sow spinach aud the last orop of turnips.

Having set up the mysterious machine 
in а shed, he invited а number of planters to come and witness its 
operation Its success was completo. The gentlemen saw, with 
unbounded wonder and delight, that one man, with this young 
Yankee's engine, conld clean as much cotton in оре day яз а man 
could clean by bavd in a whole winter. The cotton grown оп в 
large plantation could be sepsrated from the seed in в few days, 
which before required the constant labour of a hundred bands for 
several months. 

Thus was the cotton-gin invented. The princiole was во simple 
that the wender was that по one had thonght of it before. The 
cotton was put into а large trough, the bottom of which was formed 
of wires placed in parallel rows, so close together that the seed 
could not pase through. Under this trough saws revolved, the 
teeth of which thrust themselves between the wires, and snatched 
the cotton through, leaving the seed behind, which ran out in в 
stream at one end of the trough. 

The simplicity of the ootton-gin had two effeots—one good, the 
other bad. The good effect was that in the course of a very few 
years it was introduced all over the cotton Bates, incressed the 
Value of all the cotton lands, doubled and trebled the production of 
cotton, and raised the Southern States from hopeless depression to 
the greatest prosperity 
In 1793 the whole export of cotton from the United States was ten 
thousand belee. In 1859, the export was five millions of bales. 
Men acquainted with the subject are of opinion that thet single 
Dn has been worth to the Bonth one thousand millions of 

ollare. 

How much did the inventor gain by it? Not one dollar! 
Associating himself with в шап of capital, he went to Oonnec- 
ticut to set up в manufactory of cotton-gins. Bat the sim- 
plioity of the machine wes such, that any good mechanic 
who saw it could make one; and long before Whitney 
was ready to eupply machines of his own making there 
were great numbers in operation all over the cotton States. His

struggled on against adverse influences for fifteen yoars. Іп 1808, 
when his patent expired, he gave up the contes", and withdrew 
from the business, а poorer шан than he was оп the day when he 
went with bis hand full of cotton pods, into Mrs. Greene’s base- 
ment. Thousands of men were rich who, but for hts ingenuity and 
lab-ur, would have remained poor to tbe end of their deys. The 
levees of the Scu'hern seaports were heaped bigh with ootton, 
which, but for him, would never bave been grown. Fleets of 
cotton ships sailed the seas, which, but for him, would never have 
been built. Не, the creator of во much wealth, returned to his 
native State, at the age of forty-two. to b-gin the world anew. 

But Eli Whitney was а thorough-bred Yankee—one of those un- 
conquerable men who, balked in one direction, try another, and 
keep on trying till they succeed. Не turned his attention to the 
improvement of fire-arme, particularly the old-fashioned musket. 
Having established a manufactory at New Haven, he prospered іп 
business, and wes enabled at length to gratify his domestic tastes 
by marrying the davghter of Judge Pierpont Edwards, with whom 
he lived in happiness the rest of his life. Some of the improvements 
which he invented are preserved in the celebra'el Springfield 
mesket, with which the American soldiers are chiefly armed. It 
was he who began the improvements in firearms which Colt and 
many others have continued. Eli Whitney died іп Janvary, in 
his sixtieth year. 

It is a curious fact that the same man should have supplied the 
South with the wealth that tempted it to rebel, and the United 
States with the weapons with whioh it enforced its authority.

‘The spot 
where the body was fonnd was about a yard from where h^ first 
sank and on the same side of the river. Bhould ғау it was about 
three-quarters of an hour to an hour before the body was got out. 
Believed deceased wae about twenty-four years of зде. 

Samuel Lloyd, labourer on the Cambridge and Bedford Railway, 
in the vicinity, deposed to the finding of the body with the grapnel, 
in ten feet of water, and that the deceased was quite dead when his 
remain were recovered. 

The Rev Mr. Perowne identified the body, and the jury returned 
a verdict of " Accidentally drowned.” 

The sad occurence has spread a gloom not only over the college 
of which deceased was в member, but the University at large.
